counties and the Buffalo and Olean territory with the William 
Penn Highway and the Lincoln Highway. 


It is hardly believeable that this route has been overlooked 


for so long. It is as direct as any road in this state can be 
aOd comes straight down across the state from Buffalo, N. Y., 
to Bedford, where it joins the Lincoln Highway. 


Get out a map of Pennsylvania and lay a ruler or straight- 


edge from Port Allegheny in McKean County to Bedford on 
the Lincoln Highway and see how near to a straight line it is 
in preference to the present used route. 


The drawing shows quite plainly the great amount of 


already improved highway. Of the proposed route it Would 
be necessary for the state to widen and re-construct only about 
ten miles of mountain road, as the balance is already in very 
good condition and would require only maintenance. 


The desirability of this cross-state route was fully recog- 


nized by the legislature as early as 1863, when that body 
named it a state highway. 


Again, when Governor Sproul as a State Senator laid out 


what is known as the Sproul system of highways connecting 
county seats, that far-seeing business man, specified this route. 
Why It was changed is another story, but as a result of that 
change travelers from Philadelphia, Baltimore and all points 
eaet and south, are traveling a distance of seventy-three miles 
from Clearfield to St. Marys, whereas had the original route 
been retained the distance would be only thirty-six miles. 
' , 
The bad end of the proposed route leads through Pine 


township, 20,000 of whose 23,000 acres is state owned land, 
used for state forests, forest nursery, game preserves, etc. 
It 


has less than a dozen taxable citizens and only three thousand 
»cres of taxable land and therefore no revenues accrue out of 
waich the road could be built or maintained. The large amount 
«f state land there would make it seem only right that the 
state look after its road. 
1 
..tb,*ould seem to be in the fine of conservation to do so. 


The state has thousands of dollars invested there. The roads 
are in Bach shape that at times trucks and other vehicles which1 


fcre used to carry fire fighters and other state laborers, can not 
iftt through. Great expose is incurred in the carrying on of 
the state's business by reason of thQ transportation difficulties. 


The fact that the adoption of this route by the state would 


cut about thirty-seven miles off the distance between Clearfield 
and St. BJarys for travelers east and west and north and south 
through the state, that it would afford better protection to the 
state forests, that it would restore the original intent of the 
framers of the scheme of state roads to connect up county- 
seats and that practically the only cost to the state would be 
maintenance, we believe warrants this route being adopted as 
a state highway. 


We recognize that the condition of the state's finances 


will net-permit of any road building not now on the program 
for completion during the coming two years, during which 
time we believe that the capable administration at Harrisburg 
will have things in such shape that more construction work 
can be undertaken. 


The purpose of the present undertaking is to have this 


route recognized as sufficiently important to the people of the 
state to warrant the commonwealth adopting it and eventually 
maintaining it as an aid to transportation and a safegunrd to 
the wonderful .forestry plant it reaches.

THE OCD IIOMETOWN 


THE PROPOSED "NORTHERN CENTRAL ROUTE" 


Only abbut ten mile? of well nigh impassible mountain 


road stands between the linking up of all the northern central 
counties and the Buffalo and Olean territory with the William 
Penn Highway and the Lincoln Highway. 


It is hardly believeable that this route has been overlooked 


for so long. It is as direct as any road in this state can be 
aOd comes straight down across the state from Buffalo, N. Y., 
to Bedford, where it joins the Lincoln Highway. 


Get out a map of Pennsylvania and lay a ruler or straight- 


edge from Port Allegheny in McKean County to Bedford on 
the Lincoln Highway and see how near to a straight line it is 
in preference to the present used route. 


The drawing shows quite plainly the great amount of 


already improved highway. Of the proposed route it Would 
be necessary for the state to widen and re-construct only about 
ten miles of mountain road, as the balance is already in very 
good condition and would require only maintenance. 


The desirability of this cross-state route was fully recog- 


nized by the legislature as early as 1863, when that body 
named it a state highway. 


Again, when Governor Sproul as a State Senator laid out 


what is known as the Sproul system of highways connecting 
county seats, that far-seeing business man, specified this route. 
Why It was changed is another story, but as a result of that 
change travelers from Philadelphia, Baltimore and all points 
eaet and south, are traveling a distance of seventy-three miles 
from Clearfield to St. Marys, whereas had the original route 
been retained the distance would be only thirty-six miles. 
' , 
The bad end of the proposed route leads through Pine 


township, 20,000 of whose 23,000 acres is state owned land, 
used for state forests, forest nursery, game preserves, etc. 
It 


has less than a dozen taxable citizens and only three thousand 
»cres of taxable land and therefore no revenues accrue out of 
waich the road could be built or maintained. The large amount 
«f state land there would make it seem only right that the 
state look after its road. 
1 
..tb,*ould seem to be in the fine of conservation to do so. 


The state has thousands of dollars invested there. The roads 
are in Bach shape that at times trucks and other vehicles which1 


fcre used to carry fire fighters and other state laborers, can not 
iftt through. Great expose is incurred in the carrying on of 
the state's business by reason of thQ transportation difficulties. 


The fact that the adoption of this route by the state would 


cut about thirty-seven miles off the distance between Clearfield 
and St. BJarys for travelers east and west and north and south 
through the state, that it would afford better protection to the 
state forests, that it would restore the original intent of the 
framers of the scheme of state roads to connect up county- 
seats and that practically the only cost to the state would be 
maintenance, we believe warrants this route being adopted as 
a state highway. 


We recognize that the condition of the state's finances 


will net-permit of any road building not now on the program 
for completion during the coming two years, during which 
time we believe that the capable administration at Harrisburg 
will have things in such shape that more construction work 
can be undertaken. 


The purpose of the present undertaking is to have this 


route recognized as sufficiently important to the people of the 
state to warrant the commonwealth adopting it and eventually 
maintaining it as an aid to transportation and a safegunrd to 
the wonderful .forestry plant it reaches.
